'The Houſe of Hanover 1s the youngeſt 
Branch of the Wolfembuttle Family, for- 
merly known by the Title of Dukes of 
Brunſenck, who were never reputed of 
any conſequence in the Empire, even be- 
fore the diviſion of that Houſe into the 
three Branches of Wolfembuttle, Zell, and 


Hanover: For in our * Henry the third's 


days, this Family was fo even before it 
was ſubdivided into fo many branches, 
poor as to be obliged to Petition that 
Prince to allow this favourite Miniſter a 
Penſion, which when granted amounted 
to five Marks a Year for his Maintenance; 
fior was their Condition much mended 
even ſo late as Queen Elixabeth's ” 4 > 
ſor the then Duke of Brunſwick made it 
his humble Suit to that Princeſs, to ob- 
tain (ome ſmall Penſion to ſupply his 
wants, which we find by a Grant under 
the Privy Seal Pabliſhed in "Rymer's

I bere are two things very remarkable 
in this Grant; the one is, that the Queen 
dignifies the Head of this Houle, with no 
other Title than that of her Friend; ſhe 
doth not vouchſafe to call him ſo much as 
end Vole 1. . 78 TI ITT 
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her Couſin, which is a common Style uſed 
by Princes towards thoſe of the firſt Rank 
and Quality; and therefore we may well 
conclude that this Family was not reput- 
ed in her Reign, fo honourable as we are 
now perſwaded to believe they were. 
The other remarkable Concluſion to 
be draven from this Grant is the poverty 
and meanneſs of their Condition at that 
time; for if they had been of any conſe- 
quence to her Intereſt abroad, the Sum 
had either been greater or none at all; our 
pooreſt Tea and Nay Penfioners in the 
Houſe of Commons would deſpiſe ſuch a 
Salary as this is; they would rate their 
Country at a much greater Value than to 
ſell it tor ſuch a Triſſe; and therefore 
we muſt conclude that this Annuity was 
a merciful Subſiſtance granted to ſupport 
an inconſiderable Family. 
do not find that they made any Fi- 
gure in Germany, until it was about the 
middle of the laſt Century; for they 
were then made the Tools of Hane to 
diminiſh the Power and Grandure of the 
Houſe of Auſtria; and they were the

the late happy Revolution here in Eng- 
land. By this means it was that they be- 
gan to enrich themſelves, and were able 
to make ſome appearance at the Fag- end 
of the French Faction in Germany, in whoſe 
Pay they continued until the late King 
William brought them over by the in 
fluence of Engliſh Money(which they have 
had a particular Veneration for ever ſince) 
into the Projects of the Auſtrian Family, 
and their Adherents. Being thus a little 
elevated above themſelves by the ſtrength 
firſt of French, and afterwards of Englith 


Money, they began to make ſome noiſe 


in the World, and to appear upon ſeve- 
ral Occafions as a Family of ſome Conſe- 
quence; but before this period they. were 
much upon the level both in Fortune and 
Blood with our Nobility of middle Rank. 
Indeed they have reaſon to glory in one 


Acceſſion of Blood that was made to their 


Houſe in the Perſon of the late Princeſs Sa- 
Pbia, who had the Honour to be deſcend- 
ed by a Female Alliance from the Royal 
Family of England; yet it is well known 
that. the Honout' of a Family depends 
principally upon the Male Line: Befides

there are ſeveral of our Nobility, who 
have as much if not more Reaſon to be 
proud of their "Deſcent from the Blood 
Royal, than the Houſe of Hanover. When | 
any Noble Family intermarries either of .

the one fide or the other, beneath them- 
ſelves, it is a great Stain upon their Hon- 
our, which 1 take to be exactly the Caſe 
before us; yet when only the Male makes 
a falſe Step of this Kind, it is generally 
forgot in the next Generation, and the 
Children of ſuch a Father inherit all his 
Honours, without any regard had to the 
Ignobility of the Mother; but when a

Obſervation, that none of that Duke's 
Children reſembled him. 


The outward Conduct of that PrinceG, 
as well as what the King's Hanoverian 
Subjects inſinuate upon this Head, puts 
theſe > Facts beyond diſpute; for it is moſt 
certain that ſhe ex prefled herſelf very

tainly there can be no greater Reflection 
caſt upon any Country, than to ſay that 
the Prince which governs it, is of a ſpu- 
rious Original; and truly I believe 1 
ſhould have concealed this part of the 
Hiſtory, were it not for the Motto in my 
Title-Page which 1 have conſulted upon 
this Occation; and I find by the Rule laid 
down there, that I could not well avoid
